“Reserve Power” was the topic of 
Rev. E. Stanton Hodgin’s sermon at 
the First Unitarian Church yester- 
day. He said in part: 

“The instinct to have something 
in reserve constitutes the superiority 
of the civilized man over the savage. 
The savage is content with what na- 
ture supplies him at the moment. 
He gormandizes when food is abun- 
dant and starves when it is scarce. 
Civilized man not only wishes to put 
something aside for old age, for sick- 
ness and for the many catastrophies 
that may overtake him, but he would 
have something In reserve that he 
may assist his less fortunate fellows, 
and something that he may pass on 
to his children that their condition 
of life may be secure in the future. 

“Not only in the outer and physil- 
cal life does this instinct prevail, but 
in the more personal and higher 
things as well. The personal virtues 
of temperance and purity grow out 
of the instinctive desire to preserve 
ones physical strength and endurance 
against a time of need. Strong ro- 
bust health will carry one over the 
little abnormalities of life, just as 
the fiy wheels of an engine will carry 
it over opposition without a tremble. 

“The higher virtues of honesty and 
truthfulness are born of the desire 
of the Individual te unite himself with 
his fellows, because he realizes that 
in this union he can better conserve 
nis power and better meet the difficul- 
tles and hardships of life. A united 
mankind can carry an individ- 
ual over obstacles which would wreck 
him if he stood alone. The more 
friends one has, and the more he 
feels that he is deserving of friend- 
ship and love and respect, the more 
secure he feels and the more con- 
scious he is that he has some 
in reserve that he can always rely 
upon. Virtue is simply the practice 
of those things that truly unite men. 
Virtue enables the life forces to flow 
through individuais to the point of 
greatest need, It is 


a common reserve that is 
available to all who are deserving of 
it, and it attempts to make all de- 
serving. It is bearing one anothers 
burdens In such a way that they need 
not be oppressively heavy for any. 
“Religion and the worshipful at- 
titude is the outgrowth of this same 
reserve instinct in man. He looks 
upon this material world and at his 
own physical life and he sees how 
limited and transitory itis He sees 
himself surrounded by thousands of 
forces anyone of which may cut him 
, off at a moments notice. He is dis- 
satisfied with such a life. He yearns 
for something more permanent and 
enduring than the material life.

“Imperceptibly, littie by little 
there have been entering. into Chris- 
tian consciousness great despairing 
questions.

Why should the soul sleep for cen- 
turies’ And why should heaven 
have any joy in it, if it is a place of 
absolute inactivity ? To cease (for 
centuries untold, again some day te 
be brought to a new birth out of that 
quiescence, that sleep, that cessation 
of activity—why? 

“These despairing questions have 
crept in, and the mother today, as she 
lays her baby away and looks down 
at the still face and those eyes and 
lips closed forever cannot  believe— 
her heart will not let her believe— 
that little innocent one is going to lie 
for centuries untold without any life, 
without any hope, witaout any joy. 

“We have come a little closer to 
the heart of God in these last years. 
The life about us has been teaching 
us a myriad of lessons not to be an- 
swered by any doctrine of the church. 
Il find few people who do not believe 
in a@ vastly different conception of 
the future life, and when we find the 
whole world turning away from the 
doctrine the church has taught, I be- 
lieve it ia God's sign leading that 
Christian generation out of the old 
inte the newer, to a more splendid 
conception. And yet to most of us, 
however, we may feel that the old 
doctrines do not satisfy; we have not 
as yet sufficiently formulated new, 
and | think 1 am not overstating it 
to say that as far as this principle of 
Christian teaching is concerned, most 
Christians are entirely *at sea. Most 
Christian people do not know where 
they stand. i think it is high time 
that the Christian church revised its 
doctrine of future life and went back 
to Jesus Christ. He is the Teacher 
whose teaching is final. He is the 
Master. He is the prince of intel- 
lects. He is the one who alone 
could know and could reveal what 
that future was. 

“Let us go back this morning and 
join the little band of disciples. Like 
them, We too are perplexed and 
troubled, and like them, we too 
have trembling on our lips the ques- 
tion: ‘Master, what of the future?’ 
And He answers us as He answered 
them in that hour when He was 
about to die, and He sought to sat- 
isfy their doubts. ‘Let not your 
hearts be troubled. In My Father's 
house there are many mansions; if 
it were not so I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you.’ He 
was going away into that other world 
and just for a little He lifted that 
curtain and let them look in and see 
what is beyond. He doesn't tell us 
all that curiosify might wish to ask, 
but He satisfied the needs of the 
heart. 

“We are not going to an unfamiliar 
place, a place with new surroundings, 
utterly strange, but it will be home. 
And the Master implies that the pas- 
sage from this life to that is ee a 


lieveth on Me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live. He said, I am 
come that men may have life, and 
have it more abundantly.’

“We shall not all become infinitesi- 
mal parts of God; we shall not enter 
into mere nothingness.

Christianity has the 
moral right to supplant the ethnic 
religions. Out in the mid-ocean the 
Titanic meets disaster, the lifieboats 
are being filled and by maritime or- 
der and martial rule they cry, “Wom- 
en and children first? Is it the 
ery of Buddhism or Mohammedism 
or any other old world religion? There 
is nothing for the woman and the 
child in India or in China. It is 
Christ alone who taught women and 
children first. It is the heart of 
Christianity that the strong should 
bear the infirmity of the weak. 

Dr. Aked has recently sald ‘Per- 
haps no religion is false.’ A study 
of the Bible will enlighten him. The 
Bible teaches that heathen religions 
are a great demoniacal System. The 
Bible teaches that the gods of the 
heathen are idola, that they sacrifice 
not only unto idols, but unto demons. 
Christianity is the only redemptive 
religion because it deals on the inside 
and imparts a new life.

WEEKLY SERMON. | 


ASHINGTON (D. C.) May 1%. 

-—"“Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 

thou Me more than these?’ 
(John xxi, 15-17.) The context shows 
that these -words were addressed by 
the Redeemer to St. Peter on the oc- 
casion of His third manifestation to 
His disciples after His resurrection. 
Thif was presumably three or four 
weeks after the Master's resurrection 
from the dead. His manifestations 
to the women on the morning of His 
resurrection and His tater manifesta- 
tion to the two as they went to Em- 
maus are evidently not counted, but 
the manifestation the same evening 
in the upper room, when all the dis 
ciples except Thomas and Judas were 
present, is counted the first. And the’ 
manifestation a week later, Thomas 
being present, is counted the second. 

The delay in giving this third mani- 
festation was evidently for the pur- 
pose of testing the faith of the Apos- 
thes and of leading them to reach a 
conclusion resnecting their future 
course, which Jesus wished to cor- 
rect. So far as we can understand 
the record at least two Sundays 
passed without any furthér manifes- 
tation of Jesu# to His disciples, and 
then giving up hope. they decided to 
return to the fishing business and did 
so. The journey to Galilee and the 
resumption. of business presumably 
took another week. 

During all those thirty days the 
mental attitude of all the Apostles 
and the other disciples can be better 
imagined than described. They were 
perplexed; they had indeed had evi- 
dences of the Master's resurrection: 
they had had the Scriptures called to 
their attention which proved that this 
was necessary and that God had 
previously so arranged. They had 
hoped for further conferences with 
Jetus and that He would have told 
them definitely what to do. 

Instead, left to themselves, the dis- 
ciples were thoroughly disheartened. 
They had left all to follow Him. to 
tell the people that He was the Son 
of God, the long-promised Measiah, 
and that He would soon set up His 
Kingdom, which would bring biess- 
ings, primarily to Israel, and second- 
ary through Israel to all the 
families of the earth In harmony 
with the Abrahamic covenant. Now 
apparently all of these hopes were 
dashed, frustrated. How foolish they 
thought it would seem for them to 
try to convince the people that a man, 


filled with fishes! 
long for them to learn the lesson. 
They knew instinctively that the un- 
known stranger upon the shore was 
none other than their Master. They 
remembered a very similar experi- 
ence at the time they were fret 
called to leave their nets and to be- 
come fishers of men. 

All interest had just centered In. the 
fishing business, but now boats and 
fish and nets al!) lost thelr value in the 
estimation of these en. Here 
was their risen Lord, for whose third

They did not ask 
who He was; they felt a restraint; as 
we read, “None of them durst esk 
who He was,” but all knew that He 
was the Lord.

LOS ANGELES, May 10.—[To the 


Editor of The Times Sir—In an

NEW YORK SKYSCRAPERS. 

Many of Them Are Built Upon a 

Quicksand Foundation Confined So 

I¢ Will Not Move. 

{The Strand:] — Quicksand, to the 
popular mind a lurking monster that 
swallows up the unwary, while often 
treacherous, has been safely built 
upon, and geveral of the second-class 
—outdone—skyscrapers in New York 
rest directly upon it. It is necessary 
at the outset to correct the popular 
idea about quicksand. The engineer's 
definition of quicksand is any loose, 
friable material saturated with water. 
There are different kin of quick- 
sand, just as there are different kinds 
of wood, varying from nearly as 
treacherous as the popular idea of it 
to @ material that may be safely built 
upon. 

The ground in the lower end of 
Manhattan Island is a quicksand ex- 
tending from the surface to a maxt- 
mum depth of eighty feet below 
Broadway. It will bear three tons 
per square foot, and the foundations 
of many tall buildings rest upon it. 
Filled-in ground is one of the poorest 
materials on which to build. as for 
years after it has been deposited it 
will continue to settle, and obviousty 
any structure it must settle 
with it. 

Ordinary ground will bear safely 
from two to four tons per square foot, 
dry clay from four to six’ tons per 
square foot, good gravel from six to 
ten tons, and bed-rock from fifty to 
two hundred tons per squaré foot. 
Sand, if confined, will stand very 
large preagures, and similarly water, 
the most unsuitable of all, if it could 
be restrained, would be capable of re-

UNIQUE BOOK COLLECTION. 

Noted European Historians Have 

Written Prophecies Not to Be Made 

Public For Twenty Years. 

{Chicago Tribune:}] James Cariton 
Young, a Minneapolis autograph book 
collector, who has been abroad since 
December, has just returned with 
many Valuable additions to his fa- 
mous library, including a flyleaf of 
autographed additional prophecies by 
noted European historians, which 
cannot be used until after their death, 
regarding the state of the world for 
the next twentx years. 

Mr. Young said he felt that this 
trip is one of the most successful he 
has made. He was particularly 
pleased with a letter of commendation 
he had received from Edmind Gosse, 
the librarian of' the house of tords, 
who recently advocated the general 
burning of books. 

Mr. Gosse says in his letter: 

“When the twenty years scheme 
was propounded to certain authors it 
seemed to be idle, troublesome, and 
unreasonable, but Mr. Young _ pur- 
sued it with tireless persistency. His 
idea gradually dawned upon us all 
and his collection, which was once 
disavowed, is now the object of gen- 
eral admiration. It becomes evident 
that if anything of the literature of 
the fourth quarter of the nineteenth 
century survives, the quintessence will 
be found in the unique collection of 
Mr. Young.” 

Mr. Young says that he has now 
obtained probably the works of half 
the authors of the modern world.

The title 
“poet laureate,” so far as can 
learned, was devised by Frederick I 
of Germany, who bestowed it, with 
@ wreath of bay leaves, upon the 
monk Gunther. 

From the tite of Petarch, who was 
crowned at Rome, the title became 
for some centuries an honorary de- 
gree, whieh the universities of the 
continent and of England were au- 
thorized to confer. We may suppose 
that the favor was sometimes wun- 
worthily granted, for Sancho Panza, 
in consoling his asa, when both ass 
and rider had fallen into a ditch, ex- 
elaimed: 

“I promise to give thee a double 
feed and to place a crown of laurel 
on thy head, that thou mayest look 
ike a poet laureate.” 

It is only thypugh tradition that 
there may be assigned an origin to 
this office In England. In the deed 
that conferred upon Chaucer and his 
successors in the post an annuity 
and the yearly allowance of a tierce 
(ferty gallons) of sweet Malvoisie 
wine, the king named the father of 
English literature as “My valet, Geof- 
frey Chaucer.”’ The monarch made no 
allusion to his “valet’s” poetic gen- 
jus 

In the time of Queen Elizabeth 
there was need of a poet laureate, 
becaume of the frequency with which 
masques were performed at her com-

The widest guesses have been made 
as to the number of votes that will 
be cast, ranging from 65,000 to 100,- 
000 fer the Republican delegates 
alone. One reason for this wide di- 
vergence of opinion Hes In the utter 
impossiblity of estimating the true 
number of legitimate voters in the 
county. 

Thomas McAleer, deputy county 
clerk in charge of registration,, is 
probably better qualified to speak on 
this subject, than anyone else, and 
yesterday he said, speaking in round 
numbers: 

VOTES’ VAST VOLUME. 

“I believe that, while there are 
350,000 names on the register in the 
county, the true number of voters is 
between 260,000 ad 270,000. I reach 
this result by adding a percentage to 
the total registration of las year, 
which was 248,000. That ably 
represented a fair statement of ie 
total number of voters at that time, 
for we had a city election in which 
the voters were sought out as they 
never had been before, even in a na- 
tional election, which has heretofore 
usually brought out the full strength. 
I believe that the great majority of 
the women voters in the city of Los 
Angeles were registered last year, for 
in the last sixteen days of registration 
for the city election the names of 
120,000 persone were placed on the 
register. It was somethiag unheard 


of. 

“When the new régistration began 
this year, we started to check each 
name and mark it off the ,old list. 
When we had thus marked 100,000 
names, the funds ran short and we 
were forced to stop. Now we have 
to carry all last year’s registration of 
248.761 on our books, with only part 
of it so marked that these people are 
known to have registeréd this year, 
too. The 100,000 names that we 
checked are carried only once, but of 
the 148,000 remaining there is no 
one who can say whether they have 
all re-registered.' If the total 
should be deducted from the 350,000 
that we carry today on the register.

“Of the 200,000 names of this year's 
new registration and the 148,000 of 
last year’s that remains unchecked, 
189,000 give their party affiliation as 
Republican. Of this 189,000, last 
year’s list is 66,000, leaving 123,000 
who have registered this year as Re- 
publican out of a total of all parties 
of 200,000.
